Quarter-Dollars. — First  coinage  1796;  none  issued  1794,

1829,  1830. 

Twcnty-Cent  Pieces. — First  coinage  1S74;  discontinued  1878. 

Dhnes. — First  coinage  1796;  none  issued  1794,  1795,  1799, 
1806,  1808,  iSio,  i8i2,  1813,  1815  to  1819  inclusive,  1826. 

Half  Dimes. — Urst  coinage  1794;  none  issued  in  1798, 1779, 
1801,  1806  to  1823  inclusive.  The  coinage  of  Half-Dimes  was 
discontinued  in  1873. 

Tliree-Cent  Pieces  {silver). — First  coinage  1851  ;  and  then 
the  dates  follow  in  succession  until  1873,  when  the  coinage  of 
them  was  discontinued. 
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COPPER  COINAGE. 

Copper  Cetits. — First  coinage  1793  ;  none  issued  1815.  They 
then  follow  to  1857,  when  the  coinage  was  changed  to  nickel. 
The  nickel  cent  of  1856  was  only  a  pattern,  which  continued 
during  this  year  up  to  1864  inclusive.  The  bronze  cent  was 
introduced  in  this  year.  In  1865  the  nickel  cent  was  discon¬ 
tinued,  and  up  to  this  date  the  bronze  cents  are  issued. 

Half-Cents. — First  coinage  1793;  none  issued  1798,  1799, 
1801,  1812  to  1824  inclusive,  1827,  1830,  1837,  1838,  1839;  in 
1857  the  issue  of  Half-Cents  was  discontinued. 

In  1864  the  Two-Cent  piece  in  bronze  was  introduced,  and 
discontinued  1873. 

In  1865  the  Three-Cent  nickel  piece  was  first  issued. 

In  1866  the  Five-Cent  piece  was  first  issued;  a  very  few 
were  struck  in  1865  as  a  pattern. 


DEFINITION 

- OF  THE - 

Different  Grades  of  Coins. 


The  finer  the  coin  the  more  valuable  it  is.  The  prices  given 
in  this  book  are  for  four  different  grades,  viz..  Proof,  Uncircu¬ 
lated,  Fine,  and  Good,  and  include  in  every  instance  the  face 
value  of  the  coin. 

PROOF  COINS. 

Those  coins  are  especially  struck  for  coin  collectors.  The 
planchet  and  dies  are  polished  before  the  coin  is  struck,  which 
gives  them  a  burnished  or  mirror-like,  reflective  surface.  The 
Mint  charges  25  cents  for  each  coin  so  struck,  and  they  can 
only  be  had  during  the  year  of  the  issue.  None  were  made 
before  ’857. 
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UNCIRCULATED  COINS 

are  coins  as  they  came  from  the  Mint.  They  must  have  the 
same  luster  as  when  dropped  from  the  coining  press.  A  coin 
that  has  been  tarnished  and  polished  up  again  can  not  be 
classed  as  uncirculated,  although  it  does  not  show  the  slight¬ 
est  wear. 

FINE  COINS 

are  those  that  have  lost  their  original  luster,  but  do  not  show 
the  least  wear.  They  might  be  tarnished  or  blackened,  but  no 
scratches  or  nicks  are  permissible  on  a  fine  coin. 

GOOD  COINS 

must  show  every  feature,  especially  the  date,  very  plain,  not 
scratched,  hammered,  plugged  or  otherwise  mutilated. 

COINS  WITH  HOLES 

are  worth  about  one-half  of  what  they  would  be  without 
them. 

FOREIGN  COINS 

I  do  not  buy,  except  those  catalogued  herein.

In  order  not  to  go  to  useless  expense,  always  send  a  list,  and 
if  convenient  a  rubbing,  of  what  you  have  before  sending  the 
coins,  and  if  there  is  anything  among  them  that  I  want,  1  will 
inform  you  by  return  mail. 

SMALL  LOTS  OF  COINS 

up  to  one  pound  in  weight  are  best  sent  by  mail,  at  one  cent 
per  ounce,  and  if  the  coins  are  valuable  it  is  best  to  have  the 
package  registered. 

LARGE  AND  VALUABLE  COLLECTIONS 

can  be  sent  by  express  C.  O.  D.,  with  the  privilege  to  examine 
the  coins  before  paying  the  bill. 

All  packages  sent  by  express  must  be  prepaid  by  the  sender, 
as  it  sometimes  happens  that  a  party  sends  an  old  coin  worth 
perhaps  five  cents,  on  which  the  express  charges  amount  to  50 
cents  or  $1.00.

Silver  Colonial  Coins. 


The  New  England  shilling,  sixpence  and  threepence  were 
the  first  silver  coins  made  in  America.  They  consist  of  planch- 
ets  of  silver  having  N.  E.  stamped  on  one  side  and  XII.,  VI., 
or  III.  on  the  other.  There  is  no  date  on  them,  but  it  is  as¬ 
sumed  that  they  were  coined  about  1652.

Gold  Proof  Sets. 

These  have  been  made  every  year  for  about  thirty  years 
past  at  the  U.  S.  mint,  for  collectors,— the  planchets  for  all 
proof  coins  being  burnished  before  striking,  which  gives  them 
a  brilliant  appearance.  They  consist  of  the  $20,  $10,  $5,  $3, 
$2.50  and  $i  pieces.  The  face  value  of  the  set  is  $41.50,  and 
the  price  charged,  which  is  fixed  by  law,  is  25  cents  additional 
for  each  piece,  making  $43.  They  are  obtainable,  however, 
only  during  the  year  of  coinage,  after  which  they  are  valued 
by  purchasers  at  much  higher  rates.  We  have  sets  of  several 
different  years,  and  will  try  to  obtain  any  other  sets  when 
desired.

The  early  coins  in  use  in  this  country  were  principally  Ro¬ 
man  ;  from  about  the  year  400  to  600  a.d.,  a  series  of  small 
coins  like  pennies  were  made,  called  stycae  (of  mixed  metal) 
and  sceattae  (of  silver).  These  were  succeeded,  about  the 
year  600,  by  silver  pennies  of  Ethelbert,  Cuthred,  Baldred, 
Eadwald,  Offa,  Coenwlf,  Berthulf,  Burgred,  Ciowlf,  Beonna, 
Eadmund,  and  other  Saxon  kings,  followed  by  the  sole  mon- 
archs  of  England,  commencing  with  Egbert  in  800,  and  con¬ 
tinuing  until  the  Norman  conquest  by  William  the  Conqueror 
in  1066.  From  this  time  the  coinage  of  silver  pennies  contin¬ 
ued  until  the  reign  of  Edward  III.,  in  1327,  when  the  coinage 
of  gold,  and  of  the  larger  silver  pieces,  commenced.

During  the  reign  of  Elizabeth  the  coinage  from  the  Y 
penny  to  the  shilling,  which  in  previous  reigns,  especially  that 
of  Henry  VIIL,  had  been  very  much  debased,  was  restored  to 
good  silver,  and  the  introduction  of  the  mill  and  the  screw  in 
their  manufacture,  instead  of  the  old  process  of  hammer  and 
punch,  gave  the  coins  a  more  even  appearance,  and  ultimately 
did  a\Vay  with  the  necessity  of  mint-marks,  with  which  to 
prove  the  quality  of  the  coins  from  the  different  mints.

During  the  civil  wars  of  this  unhappy  monarch,  the  mint 
was  at  one  time  removed  to  Oxford,  where  the  college  plate 
was  turned  into  money,  some  of  the  larger  pieces  having  a 
view  of  the  city  in  the  background  with  “Defender  of  the 
Protestant  Religion,”  etc.,  on  the  reverse,  and  as  the  king’s 
resources  became  straitened,  rude  pieces  were  coined  at  Pon- 
trefact,  Newark  and  other  towns.

coin  for  each  year  of  the  king’ s  age.

Old  German  Crowns. 

In  making  a  collection  of  foreign  silver  coins  many  collect' 
ors  prefer  to  make  as  complete  a  saries  as  possible  of  dollar 
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or  crown  size.  Of  these  one  of  the  most  interesting  are  the 
old  medallic  crowns  of  the  cities  and  princes  of  Germany  and 
Holland  from  the  15th  to  the  17th  century.  We  always  have 
a  large  variety  of  these  in  stock,  and  describe  some  of  the 
most  interesting,  though  a  complete  collection  would  number 
several  hundred.  There  were  also  a  few  half  crowns  issued, 
as  well  as  double,  triple  and  quadruple  crowns.

TEST 

For  Determining  Counterfeit 

Silver. 


The  following  test  for  deciding  whether  silver  is  good  or 
bad  is  generally  known  as  the  Mint  Test,  although  the  tests 
employed  at  the  Mint  are  weight  and  size 

24  grains  nitrate  of  silver,  30  drops  nitric  acid,  i  ounce 
water.  A  drop  of  this  will  have  no  effect  on  genuine  silver, 
but  will  blacken  a  counterfeit.  In  case  the  su-spected  coin  is 
plated,  scrape  the  coin  a  little  before  applying  the  test.  Per¬ 
sons  handling  large  amounts  of  this  coin  will  have  to  rely  on 

the  eye.
